Mr. Achilles noted the phrase, "we should be careful to avoid associating 
ourselves too closely with position of British government” in an Information 
Guidance on the Paris talks. Information officers here will probably need some 
guidance on the meaning of this cryptic note* 


Col. Legere urged that the Bermuda meetings bo used as a vehicle whereby 
Oritl6h reluctance to cooperate with us on local issues in Berlin and on NATO 
military build-up be discussed. Mr. Sweeny (BN A) is deputy co-ordinator for this 
meeting.
